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Teachers 
tell their side

Last-minute holiday shoppers 
weren’t the only brave souls on the 
freezing downtown streets last 
Thursday. Andover teachers bun- 
dled up against the cold weather and 
held an informational picket line 
both before and after school. 

Almost all of the town’s 360 teach- 
ers, who have been without a con- 
tract since September, were at the 
corners of four busy intersections 
carrying signs in support of higher 
salaries. The picket line was orga- 
nized to show that the teachers are 
unified in their resolve to get a fair 
contract, said Shelia Eckoff, presi- 
dent of the Andover Education Asso- 
ciation, the teachers’ union. 

The teachers’ bargining team re- 
jected a School Committee offer on 
Nov. 29 that would have provided a 
10 percent pay raise divided over 
two years. The two sides have not 
met since that mediation session 
broke down. 

Mrs. Eckoff said she was pleased 
with the teacher turnout at the pick- 
et line. It was important that the tea- 
chers were together on the decision 
to picket she said. 

“There were so many teachers 
making signs that we ran out of post- 
er board (Thursday) morning,” 
Mrs. Eckoff said. 

Many of the high school teachers 
who didn’t participate in the morn- 
ing picket, because of a previously 
planned Parent Advisory Council 
morning coffee, were in front of Me- 
morial Hall Library in the af- 
ternoon. They held signs reading

A new Post Office opened on Ste- 
vens Street; a task force was estab- 
lished to determine the schools’ 
building needs; and Gail Ralston 
was named chairwoman of the 
Board of Selectmen. Also in 1989, the 
Old Town Hall re-opened after a face 
lift. It was a year of controversy: at 
the Collins Center, at the Andover 
Country Club, and over plans for a 
downtown shooting range.

January 

In early January, two stop signs 
were added to the intersection of 
Bartlet and Chestnut streets, bring- 
ing the total number of signs there to 
four. Police Chief James Johnson 
said there were 22 accidents at the 
intersection during a 10-month peri- 
od in 1988. 

More than 100 people were stopped 
Jan. 14-15 for running the new signs. 
Most were issued verbal or written 
warnings. 

The Massachusetts Bay Transpor- 
tation Authority awarded a $216,000 
contract to bus company owner 
James F. Trombly to conduct a 
route between the Merrimack Valley 
and Boston. 

Paul Cronin, former Andover 
slectman, state rep. and Republican 
congressman, announced during the 
first part of the month that he was 
“99 percent sure” he would run for 
the governorship in the November 
1990 election. 

Leaks in the high school’s Dunn 
Gymnasium roof stalled some ath- 
letic activities, but plans were quick- 
ly made for repairs. The leaks

Andover native Matthew Aumais 
graduated from the Topsfield Police 
Academy and joined the town’s po- 
lice force. 

Andover Postmaster Tony Mendo- 
za was recognized by the National 
League of Cities for his commitment 
to public service. 

A task force was established by 
the School Committee to study And- 
over’s school building needs. 

The girls’ varsity basketball team 
at the high school won its first Great- 
er Lawrence Christmas Festival 
championship. The Lady Warriors 
plowed through the competition with 
impressive victories over North 
Andover and Methuen to capture the 
championship. Lee Dziadosz of And- 
over was named the tournament’s 
most valuable player. 

Town budget figures began to look 
gloomy as early as the second week 
into the new year. Forecasters and 
planners predicted a much smaller 
increase than 1988’s 14 percent fig- 
ure. They began planning for as 
small an increase as 3.5 percent. 

Jan. 17 the new Post Office located 
on Stevens Street opened for busi- 
ness. Four years of planning went 
into the final move. Postmaster 
Tony Mendoza promised residents 
there would be no delay in services. 

“The move has been well-orga- 
nized, we’ll be ready,”’ he said. 

Students, parents and fellow tea- 
chers on Jan. 25 honored teacher 
Jane Collins, who retired after 29 
years of educating Andover’s 
youths. Mrs. Collins taught 20 of her 
29 years at the Bancroft School. 

Jan. 13 eight employees of the 
Raytheon Corp. were arrested for al- 
legedly running a drug-distribution 
ring at the company’s plant in west 
Andover. The alleged ring was dis- 
covered by undercover private in- 
vestigators hired by the company. 

Jan 20 concert violinist and And- 
over music teacher Stephen Heim- 
lich traveled to Washington D.C. to 
play at a presidential inaugural ball. 

Robert Finneran, Townsman edi- 
tor, was elcted president of the New 
England Press Association, Jan. 21.

March

the 1989 town elections. 

Monday, March 13, the Friends of 
Shawsheen Neighborhood Associa- 
tion held a candidates’ night for 
Board of Selectmen and School Com- 
mittee candidates. 

Amy K. Morrissey, now a senior at 
the high school, was named the 
Townsman’s first student intern 
when she was a junior. 


The first ever woman Episcopal 
bBishop was consecrated in Boston 
on Feb. 11. Parishioners of Christ 
Church in Andover played a role in 
selecting and formalizing the nomi- 
nation and consecration of Bishop 
Barbara Harris. 

Andres Salazar entered the race 
for one of the vacancies on the 
School Committee. 

Geoff Schaake, Sean Herlihy, 
Chris Hart and Matt Jennings set a 
new Andover High School varsity re- 
cord in the 400-yard freestyle relay 
at the North Sectional swimming 
and diving championships. 

The League of Women Voters of 
Andover held an election debate that 
inlcuded comment from the three 
candidates for the two School Com- 
mittee seats, and the two people 
seeking the town moderator spot. 


Local developer Ben Osgood pro- 
posed to turn the former Andover 
Lanes bowling alley building into a 
shooting range, stirring up contro- 
versy. 

March 21, the Board of Selectmen 
unanimously turned down a $280,000 
aerial pumer truck requested by 
Fire Chief Harold Hayes. Instead 
the board decided to ask town meet- 
ing for a less expensive fire truck, 
costing nearly $100,000 less. 


Rufus, a black and white aban- 
doned cat, found a home, not only on 
the pages of the Townsman, but also 
permanently with an Andover fami- 
ly. On March 16 a letter appeared in 
the Townsman from a person who 
had seen a black and white cat aban- 
doned in the Shawsheen Road neigh- 
borhood. In the March 23 edition, 
Rufus appeared again with his new 
owner, Doroty Dearborn, who 
adopted him. 

Andover went to the polls in large 
numbers on March 27 to return 12- 
term Town Moderator James Doher- 
ty to his post and Charles Wesson 
and Gerald Silverman to their seats 
on the Board of Selectmen. The vot- 
ers chose Andres Salazar and Rich- 


ard Hubbell to replace 10-year 
School Committee member Donald 
Robb and nine-year member Rich- 
ard Neal, both of whom decided not 
to run for re-election. 

April 

April 4, a masked bandit held up 
the First Essex Savings on Main 
Street and made a clean get away 
with about $5,000 cash. 

The scant rain and snow fall of the 
winter of 1988 and spring of 1989 left 
many Merrimack Valley commu- 
nities sweating out their water sup- 
plies, but Andover didn’t need to 
worry. Robert McQuade, Andover’s 
director of public works, said in ear- 
ly April the Haggetts Pond reservior 
that serves Andover was overflow- 
ing. 

April 6 the students at the high 
school held a prom show to raise 
money for prom expenses. 

An Andover police chase of a sus- 
pected burglar ended up with the po- 
lice rescuing the 20-year-old 
Andover man from the Shawsheen 
River. 

Andover Police purchased an an- 
swering machine so they could insti- 
tute a 24-hour anonymous telephone 
tip-line in April. 

The Board of Selectmen began 
planning 51 weeks in advance for 
Town Meeting 1990. At their April 11 
meeting they discussed ways to im- 
prove the process. Most of their con- 
cern centered around the poor voter 
turn out for the second session. 

April 9, the Andover police were in 
possession of the man suspected of 
holding up the First Essex Savings 
Bank. Careful examination of the 
hold-up note yielded two fingerprints 
that led to the identification and 
eventual capture of the Worcester 
man. 

April 11, Selectman Gail Ralston 
was unanimouly chosen by her fel- 
low board members as board chair- 
man. Selectman James Barenboim 
was chosen vice chariman, also 
without dissent.

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Pets ready 
for adoption 


If you’re looking for a cat or a dog, the 
holding facility for Andover’s cats and 
dogs picked up by the animal control offi- 
cer has several waiting for good homes. 


The facility, the Andover Animal Hospi- 
tal, 233 Lowell St., currently has two cats 
and a dog, all ready for adoption. The cat 
on the right in the photo is orange, male, 
medium size and probably 8-10 years old, 
veterinarians at the hospital estimate. He 
is friendly and looks a bit like Morris. 


The other cat is black and white and 
was found in Andover by someone who 
will adopt her but already has several 
cats. The cat is young, about a year old, 
playful, spayed and has long hair. She is 
being treated for earmites. 


The dog is mostly poodle and friendly. 
The doctors say he is ‘‘older,” and weighs 
17 pounds. He was found on Lowell Street 
near Route 495. He is gray and very 
fluffy. 


To adopt an animal, a person pays $3, 
which goes to the town of Andover. In ad- 
dition, the pet must be given a rabies shot 
and has to have a town license. Also, the 
person adopting an animal pays half the 
boarding fee at the hospital. 


The town pays the Andover Animal 
Hospital to board stray dogs 10 days and 
cats, four days. Animals that are not 
adopted are turned over to the MSPCA in 
Methuen where a decision is made either 
to destroy them or to try to have them 
adopted there. 


Animal Control Officer Wayne Nader 
estimates the town spends an average of 
$200 to $350 a month to board stray ani- 
mals at the facility.

Michael Frishman, a member of the 
School Committee, shared with us his fall 
newsletter, ‘“Household Hazardous Waste 
Management News,” of which he’s been 
managing editor since September.

We had a chat with Don Robb, who is 
directing The Andover Theatre Compa- 
ny’s up-coming production of ‘‘Music 
Man.” He says the approximately 60 peo- 
ple in the cast, the majority of whom are 
from Andover, are in full swing, along 
with the production end of the musical. 

The group has been rehearsing since 
the middle of November, Mr. Robb re- 
ports, and now they’re working on it four 
nights a week, mostly at the Doherty Mid- 
dle School, and sometimes at the West 
Middle School.

It’s a bird watcher’s haven

If the Indian Ridge Reservation 
described in the Dec. 7 Townsman 
is known for its indomitable And- 
over citizen, Alice Buck, the fiesty 
woman responsible for the pur- 
chase of the property in 1897, Bak- 
er’s Meadow is known as a bird 
watchers’ haven. This beautiful 66 
acres of marsh and pond are adja- 
cent to Indian Ridge, directly 
across Reservation Road.

Baker’s Meadow has had an in- 
teresting history. In Colonial days 
there was a peat bog where peat 
was dried and processed for win- 
ter fuel by the Abbot family. Lat- 
er, after 1797, Dr. Symonds Baker, 
for whom the property is named, 
owned most of this area and rode 
between Andover and Methuen on 
house calls from his home on Ar- 
gilla Road.

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Jock Reynolds has accepted the 
permanent directorship of the Addi- 
son Gallery of American Art, a part 
of Phillips Academy. The 42-year-old 
sculptor, photographer and teacher 
had been executive director of the 
Washington Project aa 
for the Arts in Wash- 
ington, D.C. 

Having recently 
completed a major 
capital campaign 
and building renova- 
tion for WPA, Mr. 
Reynolds, who over 
the last six years 
helped build the or- 2 
ganizaation into one Jock Reynolds 
of the country’s best known multi- 
cultural contemporary art centers, 
headed north, at the request of PA 
Headmaster Donald McNemar, for a 
sabbatical year as interim director 
of the Addison. Beginning Sept. 1, 
Mr. Reynolds was to provide lead- 
ership for the gallery while academy 
officials conducted a national search 
for a permanent director. 

“T am delighted that Jock and his 
family will remain with us,’’ Dr. Mc- 
Nemar said. ‘‘He cares deeply about 
the treasures in the museum and 
about using them in the teaching tra- 
dition of this school.” 

Mr. Reynolds, a 1965 PA graduate, 
worked with other academy artist- 
alumni in 1981 on a successful $5 mil- 
lion fund drive, held in conjunction 
with the Addison’s 50th anniversary, 
to bolster all aspects of its pro- 
grams. In 1986, at the invitation of 
Christopher Cook, the Addison’s for- 
mer director, he joined the gallery’s 
advisory committee. Mr. Cook re- 
signed his post in late summer, after 
serving for 20 years to pursue his 
own art and teach painting at Phil- 
lips and the Museum School in Bos-

Before leaving Washington this 
summer, Mr. Reynolds was instru- 
mental in hosting the controversial 
Robert Mapplethorpe retrospective 
at the WPA when it was abruptly 
cancelled by Washington’s Corcoran 
Gallery of Art in a climate of politi- 
cal pressure from some members of 
Congress. Mr. Reynolds has contin- 
ued his efforts as an outspoken lead- 
er in defending artists’ rights to 
freedom of expression in their work. 
He has also mounted a vigorous de- 
fense of the National Endowment for 
the Arts, which had come under fire 
for giving the Corcoran funds to set 
up the Mapplethorpe exhibit. Mr. 
Reynolds stands up for the quality of 
the NEA peer panel election process 
that awards grants for the presenta- 
tion of cultural programs to the 
American public. 

“Being back at Andover this fall 
has been enormously stimulating for 
me and my family,’’ Mr. Reynolds 
said. ‘“‘This school, and the Addison 
in particular, played such an impor- 
tant role in my own decision to be- 
come a working artist. There is 
simply no other secondary school in 
the country that places such a trust 
in the ability of great art to affect 
the lives of its students. 

“J feel enormously privileged to 
be working so closely with a dynam- 
ic faculty, staff and trustees who 
want our students and surrounding 
New England community members 
to enjoy the very best in historical 
and contemporary American art.” 

Mr. Reynolds’ Addison 
directorship will continue a tradition 
begun by Mr. Cook of having a work- 
ing artist in leadership of a program 
strongly committed to the support of 
education and living artists.

Children’s Museum exhibit 
teaches about disabilities 


What if you couldn’t walk? Or talk, or 
hear or see? On Tuesday, Jan. 23, the 
Children’s Museum in Boston will open 
“What If You Couldn’t..?,”" an exhibition 
that helps children, parents and teachers 
gain a better understanding of disabilities 
and people who have special needs. 

“Kids are naturlly curious about people 
who may look or act differently from 
themselves,’’ says Sue Bruce, exhibition 
developer. ‘‘A lot has changed since the 
mainstreaming legislation of 1976. How- 
ever, kids still have the same questions. 
In ‘What If You Couldn’t...?” we hope to 
answer their questions and those of their 
parents as openly and directly as posible 
and in an engaging and non-threatening 
Way.” 

The exhibition helps visitors feel com- 
fortable talking and learning about disa- 
bilities and assures them that it’s OK to 
have questions. A dual text provides sim- 
ple information for children and more de- 
tailed information for older visitors. It is 
designed so that adults will be able to in- 
terpret more complicated issues that 
come up for children accompanying 
them. 

The exhibition examines physical, 
learning, emotional and developmental 
disabilities and visual and hearing im- 
pairments. Each exhibit begins by de- 
scribing the disability and its cause in 
order to dispel any myths that encourage 
stereotypes. 

Children than have a chance to ‘‘experi- 
ence”’ the disabilty. Then can maneuver a 
wheelchair, try on leg braces, walk 
through a maze blindfolded, look through 
lenses that simulate visual impairments, 
try on masks reflecting different emo- 
tions or try writing in a mirror. 

“What If You Couldn’t...?” also shows 
some of the equipment and techniques 
that help people with disabilities lead in- 
dependent lives. There is a braille type- 
writer, racing wheelchair used in road 
races and marathons, a talking clock, an 
opportunity to learn American sign lan- 
guage and more.

In conjuction with “What If You 
Couldn’t...?”” the museum will present a 
photo exhibit, “My Mommy Drives a 
Wheelchair: A Portrait of a Family.”’ 
Photographer Sarah Putnam became in- 


terested in another unique group of peo- 


ple —parents with disabilites. Her 
exhibition is of Boston-area mother, 
Rosemary Larking, a quadriplegic who 
overcame many obstacles and individu- 
als who pressured her to give up her child 
in order to control her own life and raise 
her daughter. The photographs depict her 
daily life with her husband, Donald, and 
6-year-old daughter, Lorelei, as she ably 
juggles her job and volunteer commit- 
ments while caring for her family. 

“I hope this project will provide physi- 
cally disabled people with positive role 
models, will allow able-bodied people to 
see physically disabled adults living lives 
to which they can relate, and, hopefully, 
this familiarity will lead to basic changes 
in attitude and finally, that these images 
may be used for policy-makers, social 
workers and educators in helping people 
with disabilities find the personal and so- 
cial space to live full and productive liv- 
es,’’ Miss Putnam says. 

Funding for ‘‘What If You Couldn’t...?” 
has been provided by Ronald McDonald 
Children’s Charities. The Massachusetts 
Charitable Mechanics Association pro- 
vided all equipment in the exhibition, and 
the friends and family of Claire Derry 
provided funding for a resource area in 
her memory featuring books and video- 
tapes on special needs.

Town settles with Poole

Andover has paid disabled fire- 
fighter Leonard Poole, 49, of South 
Lawrence, $167,442 as settlement in 
a 5-year-old court case. 

The settlement was paid after an 
appeals court earlier this month 
upheld two lower court decisions in 
favor of Mr. Poole’s claim. 

Mr. Poole injured his knee in Au- 
gust of 1983 while unloading lumber 
from an overturned tractor-trailer 
on Route 495 following an accident. 
The town stopped the disability pay- 
ments in 1984, claiming the injury 
aggravated an existing arthritis con- 
dition, and was not the cause of his 


disability. 

The settlement payment rep- 
resents the disability payments Mr. 
Poole would have received from the 
time they were stopped in 1984 until 
his retirement on Sept. 18 of this 
year, and some medical costs, 
according to Town Accountant Rod- 
ney Smith. 

“It was paid out of general rec- 
eipts,” Mr. Smith said. ‘The money 
will be raised when the 1990 tax rate 
is set.” 

Mr. Poole was a firefighter in And- 
over for 20 years. 

He said he would rather not com- 
ment on the settlement.

ear. 
With little comment, the select- 
men voted unanimously Monday, 
May 22, to hike water and sewer 
rates. 

Starting January 1990, sewer rates 
will rise from the current $1.52 per 
100 cubic feet to $1.82 — a 20-percent 
jump. Water fees go up 15 percent to 
$1.91 per 100 cubic feet from $1.66.

Looking to 
the 1990s 


When former Town Clerk Elden Salter 
retired last June after holding his position 
20 years, he’d seen Andover’s population 
double during his tenure. 

Growth is the backdrop for the issues 
Andover officials and residents will deal 
with in the 1990s. It will be a time of 
change, of settling issues and of hiring 
new personnel. 


Andover is looking for a new superin- 
tendent of schools, a new town Manager 
and a director for the Collins Center. 
Temple Emanuel will Say goodbye to 
Rabbi Harry Roth who retires in June, 
and will hire a new rabbi. 


In addition, there are important issues 
to settle. School officials, with input from 
the public, must determine the commu- 
nity’s school building needs. Of course 
there is the teachers’ contract to settle. 
Because teachers have been working 
since September without a contract, and 
because they and School Committee 
members haven’t been able to reach a 
compromise, that issue should receive top 
priority status in town. 


Another issue to settle is that of the U.S. 
Post Office. When it moved from Main 
Street to Stevens Street a year ago, some 
people became upset. Change, whether 
positive or negative, upsets people, and 
although the Stevens Street site is not that 
far from the center of town, it is more 


difficult for some residents, especially the 
elderly, to get used to the new location. It 
will take time for the federal government 
and local officials to decide if they should 
open a limited postal facility in the Old 
Town Hall, which is more centrally lo- 
cated. It could be that while officials are 
debating that issue, Andoverites will get 
used to the ‘‘new’’ site. 


Many residents say parking is a prob- 
lem that officials should study and solve 
in the 1990s. But the issue has been stud- 
ied time and again, and we suspect that 
people simply aren’t willing to park and 
walk a couple of blocks. The town might 
do better pushing walking as an exercise 
for thin thighs and in-shape hearts than 
Sticking up for the number of municipal 
parking spaces. 


Andover’s agenda for the 1990s then, 
looks like a size-14 woman crammed into 
a size-10 dress, both in terms of the num- 
ber of issues that need attention, with the 
number of people willing to tackle them, 
and the amount of money available to 
solve the problems. It will take creative 
budget management and scores of active 
officials, as well as interested, informed 
volunteers to work out the best solutions. 

Happy New Year and may the commu- 
nity work well together in the next de- 
cade.

Fred killed her while driving drunk 


This is the story of Fred, who 
killed a woman he loved, while 
driving drunk. I tell it about twice 
a year — around New Year’s Eve, 
and also around graduation time, 
when people are more apt to party 
and drive drunk. I ei 
feel it’s worth the ‘ ut 


getting into a car 
drunk, or high. 

It was four years 
ago. I was on~ 
weekend photo 
duty at another 
newspaper, in an- Perry Catlin 
other community, but it could 
have been any town. The lights in 
my house went out about 9 p.m. 
Soon thereafter, my phone rang. A 
neighbor was calling to say there 
had been a terrible car accident 
near his house. 


My daughter, husband and I got 
into the car and drove a mile until 
we saw it. A car had slammed into 
an electric light pole, severing it 
right in half. The pole was lying on 
top of the car. Police, fire, ambu- 
lances, Civil Defense with flood 
lights — they were all there by the 
time I arrived. 


The scene was violent. I took out 
my camera and began doing my 
job. Shoot now, make decisions of 
what to use later. Just document 
the scene. 


While my horrified daughter 
and husband stood near me, and 
while I witnessed the scene 
through my longe-range camera 
lens, we saw a man, whom I later 
interviewed in jail — Fred — 
emerge from the car on the driv- 
er’s side. He clearly was, as my 
daughter would say later, wasted. 
He had trouble walking, but he did 
open his door and wobble into the 
road. 


Officials at the scene barely no- 
ticed him. They were busy trying 
to remove his female companion 
from the front passenger’s seat. It 
took about 20 minutes of work with 
the Jaws of Life, the mechanical 
device that eats through car met- 
al, which in this case was pushed 
together like an accordion. 


At the same time, officials were 
trying to administer medical aid. 
Clearly she was in trouble. 

Fred, the divorced father of 
grown children, later told me he 
was falling in love with the woman 


who was his passenger that night. 
He had known her just a few 
months. They’d been to a wedding. 
By the time they removed her 
from the car she was dead. Fred 
was so drunk he didn’t realize un- 
til the next morning that he killed 
her. 


I first met Fred in court, where 
he was sentenced to two years in 
jail. The next time I saw him was 
at an interview in jail. 

I expected to hate Fred. I’d seen 
what he did; I’d seen him stinking 
drunk. Fred turned out to be a nice 
person, the kind of man you’d en- 
joy talking with at a party. The 
woman in the car with him was 


several years younger than he. 
She was the mother of two young 
children. The judge said he hand- 
ed Fred a strict sentence not only 
because he killed the woman while 
driving drunk, but also because of 
the hardship he’d inflicted on two 
young children for the rest of their 
lives. 


Fred lost his business. He’d re- 
cently opened his own graphics de- 
sign firm but he had no way of 
Supporting it from jail. His chil- 
dren wouldn’t speak with him for

Andover parents and residents: 

The Andover School Committee 
and the Andover Education Associa- 
tion have been negotiating since 
January in an effort to reach 
agreement on a new contract which 
would have taken effect Sept. 1.

Jesus: Reason

The central figure of Christmas, as its 
very name implies, is Jesus, the Christ. 
Christmas without Christ is nothing more 
than a pagan, secular holiday. It is by no 
means a holy-day. 


We celebrate Christmas to commem- 
orate the incarnation of God in the person 
of Jesus, son of God, son of Mary and Jo- 
seph. It is the manger — not trees, not 
stockings, not a little fat man dressed ina 
red suit — that symbolizes Christmas. 

It is really too bad that God and the true 
meaning of Christmas have been legis- 
lated out of our schools. As a Christian 
myself, I beg you therefore: Please print 
that Jesus is the reasaon for the season. 
He was born because we, as sinful people, 
need a savior. If we miss this point, then 
we have missed Christmas as God meant 
it to be.

Mrs. Lenoe said. ‘I expect she’ll get 
a lot out of it. And I guess it gives 
her a more immediate sense of the 
problem that is becoming more ap- 
parent in this country, homelessness 
and the hungry. 

‘All these incredible things are 
happening all over the world, but 
there are many problems too.”’ 

The younger Lenoe was not able to 
come back to Andover for the holi- 
days. She works at the soup kitchen 
from 9 a.m. to 3:30 p.m. five days a 
week. 

The soup kitchen provides a free 
nutritious meal to street people Mon- 
day through Friday. It feeds be- 
tween 150 and 200 people every day. 
Normally, two volunteers share the 
responsibilities, and one part-time 
staff person adds continuity to the 
program. The kitchen is in the base- 
ment of the Church of the Brethren, 
located four blocks from the Capitol 
building.

But when she started up the 
stairs, the sound that greeted her 
brought back frightening child- 
hood memories. Her daughter 
was in the middle of a croup at- 
tack. 

“T heard an unbelievable sound. 
I bounded up the stairs,’’ said 
Mrs. Chretien, a full-time house- 
wife. ‘‘She was horrified. The look 
in her eyes, I could tell, was, 
‘Mommy, help me.’ ”’ 

Croup is a respiratory illness 
that chokes off the airway and 
makes breathing difficult and 
sometimes impossible. Mrs. Chre- 
tien and her three siblings all had 
croup as children. She knew it 
could be hered‘tary, but Karen 
had not shown any symptoms of it 
prior to this attack, even on that 
Saturday. 

“T had been with her all day and 
she had no signs of anything,” 
said Mr. Chretien, who owns a 
computer consulting business. 
“She had coughed a couple of 
times, but didn’t have a cold.”’ 

Race to emergency 
A few minutes after Mrs. Chretien 
reached her daughter, and after a 
quick call to the doctor, the family 
was in the car and racing for St. 
John’s Hospital in Lowell. 

Both parents later realized that 
they should have called an ambu- 
lance. In their panicked state, 
they had taken the doctor’s words 
literally when he told Mr. Chre- 
tien to get to the nearest emergen-
